of astrophysics at Harvard univer- 
sity, has described for the Associated 
Press seven highlights that stand 
out in the year's record of astronom- 
ical research. 


"For the 
first 
time in many 
years," said Prof. Plaskett, "prog- 
ress in our knowledge of the solar 
pj-stem has been comparable with 
that of the stars." In this field he 
pointed out the discovery of Pluto— 
at first called planet X—swinging 
in a tremendous orbit far out of the 
borders of the solar system. Pluto 
is about the size of the earth and, 
Prof. Plaskett said, may possibly be 
only an adopted child of her sun—a 
•vvandersr picked up as it passed into 
the sphere of the sun's Influence. 
It revealed he said, the possibility 
of finding other planets. 


Another event, he said was the 


preparation being made to remeas- 
ure the distance between the earth 
and the sun. This will be made pos- 
sible in January by the close ap- 
proach to the earth of the tiny 
planet Eros. 


Evolves New Method 
Nest he named what he considered 


the most valuable astronomical con- 
tribution of the year—the evolution 
of a new way of studying the 
strange halo that surrounds the sun. 
This method was evolved by the 
French astronomer, B. Lyot. The 
halo is known as the solar corona 
and heretofore, the only opportuni- 
ties of studying its mysteries have 
been two minute intervals a year 
apart during1 eclipses. Lyot develop- 
ed a very sensitive apparatus for 
the detection of polarized light which 
has" enabled him to 
observe the 


corona without the aid of an eclipse. 
Since the sun is by far the nearest 
star to the earth, advances in meth- 
ods of studying it are of prime im- 
portance Prof. Plaskett added. 


In the study of stellar astronomy, 


Prof. Plaskett continued, Prof. E. A. 
Milne of Oxford, evolved during the 
past year a new basis for the study 
of the Interiors of those enormous 
blazing giants called stars. Prof. 
Milne demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of a number of experts that two 
main types of stars may be expected- 
to exist. One would consist of stars 
like the sun with an exceedingly 
dense core whose temperature might 
be ten thousand times forty million 
degrees. Another type would be the 
so-called white 
dwarfs with 
a 


density so great that one cubic inch 
would weigh a ton. 


A new theory has been advanced 


in 1930 Prof. Plaskett said, to the 
effect that the absorption of light 
hi space was far more marked than 
had hitherto been suspected. This 
theory, propounded by Dr. R. J. 
Trumbler of the Lick observatory, if 
proven, would; profoundly affect as- 
tronomy, for "by far the greater 
part of the exploration of distant 
space Is based on determination of 
distances from the apparent bright- 
ness of stars," Prof. Plaskett said.

These revolved in part around the 
apparently amazing behavior of the 
spiral nebulae which appear to be 
traveling- away from the earth at 
3,000 miles per second.

known physiological relation be- 
tween the red pigment of blood, 
hemoglobin, and the green pigment 
of plants, chlorophyll^- Prof. Oran 
Raber of Immaculata college, Im- 
maeulata, Pa,, told the scientists. •

Lewis. 


won the Nobel prize for literature, I 
but he hopes Mr. Lewis "stops mak- 
ing speeches and returns to writing 
novels." 


Mr. Lew's misplaced his rosy 


glasses when he addressed the Swe- 
dish academy and avowed art was a 
hard struggle in America.

Mencken counters: "It is possible to 
get a hearing for any sort of idea, 
no matter how unusual and for most 
of them there is very good pay."

Mencken, "young writers of genuine 
originality are always violently dp- 
nounced by certain groups of old- 
sters. This was the case with Poe, 
it was the case with Whitman, it 
was the case with Dreiser and it is 
still the case with Sinclair Lewis.

fellow. 


All Faced Hostile Fire 


"In the 70's all the 
professors 


warned their charges against Whit 
man and to this day he is under the 
ban in many American colleges. In 
the same way Mark Twain was read 
out of meeting as a mere clown; the 
first Christian pedagog to speak a 
decent word for him was William 
Lyon Phelps and that was not un'til 
1910, 
when Mark was 75 and about 


to die. /All of them still deride 
Dreiser and Lewis. 


"But this opposition is of no im- 


portance. If it has any effect at all, 
it is probably a good effect. That ife, 
it warns multitudes of bright young 
men and women that academic 
criticism is simply what Al Smith 
calls bolony. Sueh indignant meta- 
physicians as Prof. Irving Rabbitt 
of Harvard, can no more stop the 
course of national letters than Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan and Company 
can stop the destruction of theology 
by science. 


"The award of the Nobel prize to

Augustus Thomas, Robert W. Cham- 
bers or some other such academic- 
ian. But the Swedes were well ad- 
vised and so avoided that mistake. 
They seem to have-far more humor 
In them than Dr. Babbitt. 


Regrets Harangue 


"As for Lewis's harangue in Stock- 


holm, I can only regret it. Though 
neither 
was intended, it probably 


had two bad effects. Tho first was 
that it spread the impression In Eu- 
rope that Van Dyke, Babbitt and 
Company are not quite honest. The 
second was that it seemed to say that 
Lewia himself had a hard time get- 
ting a hearing. I see no sign of dis- 
honesty in any of the eminent Pres- 
byterians he denounced. They are 
all very earnest and fervid fellows 
It seems to me that, in 
general, 


they are sadly wrong, but in this or 
that detail they are sometimes i a- 
doubtedly right, just as Torquemada, 
Brigham Young, Lydia Pinkham and 
Czolgosz were sometimes right.

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NEW YEAR'S AND ITS 


RESOLUTIONS 


Although the season celebrated has 


cot always been the same, New Year's 
day has been one of festivity for at 
least fifty centuries. Whether in all 
those ages the custom of "turning over 
a new leaf" prevailed we know not. 
But it is likely that it did. It is a good 
custom because it results in some 
good. If one out of a hundred who sol- 
emnly swear to discard some habit or 
usage lives up to the promise some- 
thing has been accomplished, or if 
those who make resolutions cling to 
but ten per cent 'or even less of the 
stalwart promises made some prog- 
xess has been made. 


Resolutions are 
more 
common 


among the young, not that they are 
more in need of improved habits, but 
because they have more faith in their 
ability to carry them out. 
They are 


scarcer .among the older because those 
who have lived longer have learned 
from years of experience to make' 
promises cautiously. 


It is a rather curious thing to know 


how strong are customs and usages 
upon us for excavations made in cities 
whose very names are even dead re- 
veal a striking similarity in this re- 
spect to New Year's festivities be- 
tween their residents and our own. 
Spring, the vernal equinox, was used as 
new year by the Babylonians; the au- 
tumnal equinox by the Egyptians and 
Persians, whereas the Roman1 year 
ended with the winter solstice, until 
Julius Caesar looking around for 
something to do changed the date to 


• the one we now have, the one we have 


followed for nearly 23000 years. 
The 


Jewish New Year comes early in Sep- 
tember, the Chinese between January 
21 and February 19. Among many oth- 
er tribes and races the prevailing foot 
idea of New Year's was the revival of 
the sun's strength. 


And so in the festivities tonight,— 


which do not necessarily include hilar- 
ity,—the human race is marching 
along an old, old road, one that has 
felt the tread of hundreds of millions 
of tramping feet, and down which the 
hosts of humanity have been strag- 
gling for innumerable centuries and 
•will continue to plod on for as many 
centuries as are yet to come. Perhaps 
this road gets a new pavement now 
and then or new trees are set out upon 
it to shade the weary traveler, but it is 
the same road, nevertheless, and from 
characters chiseled on stone we have 
been permitted to follow it back for at 
least'3,000 years before the dawn of 
the Christian era. In so many respects 
"we are the same that our fathers 
have been." 


New Year's is a good time to sit in 


a rocker and muse upon the mistakes 
of the past' year with the efforts that 
will be made to overcome them. Mis- 
takes in themselves are not so bad for 
they are common to all, but the failure 


• to learn anything from them, or per- 


sistence in staying in the rut and fol- 
lowing a course, whether in reference 
to health, business or conduct towards 
others, which has been demonstrated 
by experience to be faulty, is the 
greatest error of all. The New Year's* 
suggestion made by Justice Clarke, 
who resigned his position on the Su- 
preme Court of the United States be- 
cause he preferred to touch elbows 
with others rather than "wield power 
and authority," we pass on with ap- 
proval and with thanks to the Amer- 
ican Magazine where it was publish- 
ed: "What a service a congressman 
could render his country if, instead of 
printing his own paltry speeches in 
the congressional record, he would 
take leave to print the autobiography 
of wise old Benjamin Franklin or se- 
lected excerpts from Poor Richard's 
"Almanac, and would frank into every 
household in the land their unequal 
teachings of the value of thrift, indus- 
try, frugality, temperance and self-de- 


. nial." 


JUDGE LYLE AND CHICAGO 
Judge John H. Lyle, professed ene- 


my of the gangster and racketeer, has 
announced his candidacy fur ma}"ur of 
Chicago, basing his claim to recogni- 
tion primarily on his record as a mu- 
nicipal judge, and his concurrent ef- 
forts to deprive certain public enemies 
of their power, influence and liberty. 


While his past actions as a munici- 


pal judge may not entirely conform to 
the established legal practices of the 
Chicago criminal courts, or meet the 
approval of the Chicago Bar Associa- 
tion, the crime situation was one en- 
tirely open to drastic action by one 
who had the courage to disregard 
methods and look only to results. 
Judge Lyle decided it was time cer-

Other men 
have undertaken the task, as mayor, 
of cleaning out the gang element, but 
the big hoodlums still strut the boule- 
vards, machine-gun their competitors, 
and "Merry Christmas" the corner po- 
liceman, or the district chairman. 


Perhaps the foundation of graft and 


corruption is so deeply imbedded in 
the body politic that it will take more 
than the ordinary charge of dynamite 
to dislodge it. Yet the Chicago mayor 
has great power. His finger can be ab- 
solutely on the pulse of the police de- 
partment. A new regime in the city 
hall, fully alive to the public con- 
science, with an intense desire to dig 
deep for the explosive charge, can 
topple the foundation of graft. Judge 
Lyle may be the Lochinvar of Miss 
Chicago. He might carry her to re- 
demption and glory. 


THE MEXICAN NAVY 


A news dispatch reveals that Mexi- 


co is considering abolishing its navy. 
The Mexicans support five 
obsolete 


gunboats and three converted cargo 
steamers, at an annual cost of $1,000,- 
000; and the Chamber of Deputies is 
now considering a plan to do away 
with this diminutive squadron and use 
the money for something else. 


This looks like a perfectly sensible 


move, since it is hard to see how Mex- 
ico could ever need a navy or how 
that particular navy could ever do her 
any good if she did. 
After all, the 


United States navy is Mexico's best 
defense against foreign aggression. 
The United States would never permit 
any other nation to invade Mexico, 
and the Mexicans might as well bank 
on it. 


And the United States itself? Well, 


five old gunboats wouldn't even slow 
the U. S. navy up, Mexico's defense 
against the United States lies in di- 
plomacy and a better understanding, 
not in a tenth-rate navy. 


SAVING THE CHILDREN 


. Although the traffic fatality figures 
are almost invariably extremely dis- 
couraging, there is one single ray of 
light to be derived from them. It-de- 
velops that the various safety cam- 
paigns put on in schools throughout 
the country are beginning to have ef- 
fect. Fewer children are being killed 
by automobiles now than were killed 
10 years ago. 


This represents a real achievement, 


when you consider that the population 
has grown considerably in that time, 
that there are many more autos on the 
streets and that the total casualty list 
has considerably increased. The child 
today is safer from the traffic menace 
than he was a decade ago, and the 
people who have given their time to 
these safety campaigns can be very 
proud.

Few Establishments Close 


Because of Hard Times, 


Experts Agree

Washington—(CPA)—The majority 


of retail merchants who fail in busi- 
ness do so because they are not good 
businessmen and not because 
of 


good times or hard times. This is 
the opinion expressed by specialists 


. Lack of business ability is far 
more widespread than is generally 
understood. 
Just because a boy 


"played store" when he was a young- 
ster does not indicate that he is 
fitted to make retail merchandising 
his life work. Perhaps he played 
store because he visualized himself 
as a non-paying customer rather 
than as a profit-making merchant. 


Most boys, according to Dr. Frank 


M. Surface, assistant director of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, harbor the secret desire t be 
a storekeeper. Perhaps this is due 
in part to the glamor of the holiday 
shops. This,'he adds, is unfortunate 
because there are too many people 
engaged in retail merchandising. 


Retailing Science Now 


Many people, says Dr. Surface, 


seem to believe that anyone can 
keep a store and that if one wants 
to live in ease and comfort all that 
is' necessary is to open a grocery 
store or a small shop of some' kind 
and the future is assured. Possibly 
that'might have been true at certain 
tunes in the past and in certain 
localities, but the swing of the scythe 
of that grim reaper, business failure, 
shows it is not true at present. Re- 
tailing is becoming a science and the 
man or woman who expects to make 
a success of it must apply, basis 
scientific principles with the strict- 
est..adherence to details. 


The bottle neck of all business, 


commerce department officials as- 
sert, is the retail counter. 
The 


manufacturer can i reduce and the 
wholesaler can distribute only as 
much, as the retailer can sell. Con- 
sequently the manufacturer and 
wholesaler are vitally interested in 
having efficient and successful re- 
tailers. But the fact -remains that 
many are not successful. 


A survey of rone fine middle west 


- distributing center showed about 30 
retailers going out of business every 
month and 32 coming in to take their 
places. About 60 per cent of the 
grocery stores opened in 
Buffalo 


failed.the first year riot because busi- 
ness" is not there but because proper 
methods are not employed. 
The 


records in Kansas City showed that 
half -of the new restaurants opened 
failed:

These figures indicate the tremen- 


dous loss that .business in general 
is suffering from bad retail methods. 
Manufacturers, wholesalers and fed- 
eral officials are all trying to bring 
about improvement. 
Manufactur- 


ers and wholesalers are trying to in- 
due^ those without experience and 
ability to stay out of the field. The 
federal departments 
are outlining 


and tabulating successful -methods 


. for the guidance of merchants. These 


efforts are of vital concern to the 
buying public, for in the last analy- 
sis-it is on the public that the cost 
,of the failures finally falls.
